Sydney exchanges to handare full ofthe 
appalling shipping disadter. which ocourred- 
on the Great Barrior Island, an islend 4 
fow hours steaming frum Auckland (N.Z.) 
Tho Sydney Morning Herald. to-which we 
ara indebted for the folluwing extracts, 
contains fall liste of the passengers nod 
crew of tho Warrarape. ‘One butdred 
and sixty or 170 passengers from Sydoey,’ 
raya tho report, ‘wero unconecionaly dum- 
bering in their berths, having rotired in 
the fall cartainty that the sun would rise 
on thom lying suugly moored alongside the 
Auckland wharf. What a terrible delusion 
that was, what insocure security was theirs 
13 told in awful detail by ouc Auckland 
corraspondent. On Sunday night there 
was blowing a galo; there was a’ darkness 
that could be felt, there was what in Auck- 
land and to Auckianders is known as “a 
black nor’-castor” raging. Not « light was 
to be seen on port or starboard sides of the 
ship, or ahead ur astorn, and Captain 


M'Intosh was pacing from side to side of. 


the bridge, peering into the darkness to 
at a glimpse of the lighthouse on an istand 
(Mokebinau) that he knew should be near, 
when instead of a light there was » thud, 
wrenching a6 though te tear the steo! frames 
of his ship asunder, and a crash, followed 
by a towering wave over all, Such wea the 
experience last Sunday night aboarl the 
Union liner when the sound of the wreck 
alarm broke upon the ears of the helpless 
poople below. It was a terrible reality on 
deck that pight—the lighta out, the ship 
heeled over as if to defy the perishing 
people from even scouring « footing to 
reach the boats. In the darkness only the 
ghostly white garments of thie terror- 
stricken passengers showed their wheré- 
abouts, and their cries for help were 
drowned by the fury of the alements, the 
hissing of the waves as they leaped over the 
doomed ship, as if mocking at the distress 
of the castaways. In the roar of such 6 
storm, what chance was there of orders, 
however well meant, to be heard? The 
captain no doubt knew his mistake—knew 
the high bluff that new towered like a 
mountain above hia pany bridge 5 but it is 
more than likely that not a soul of the 
passengers had the least idea what it all 
meant, whore the ahip had struck, or what 
land they wore praying to reach.
